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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It does not overcome enablement and 
obviousness rejections. In regard to enablement rejection, the instant specification is enabling only for treating lung tumor by the instant 
compounds. The applicants argue that wording of claim 15 is specific to treating tumors susceptible to treatment with a camptothecin. 
However, dependent claim 16 and new claim 20 is directed to treating exactly same tumors namely lung, colorectal, prostate and glioma. 
It is of note that claim 20 depends upon claim 19 which is directed to treating a tumor resistant to topoisomerase I inhibitors and therefore, 
suggests lot of unpredictability regarding specific types of tumors which actually are susceptible or resistant to topoisomerase I inhibitors. 
According to applicants, the same tumors appear to be suseptible as well as resistant to topoisomerase I inhibitors. Is there any other 
mechanism of action for producing antitumor effect of camptothecin derivatives besides inhibition of topoisomerase I? There is no 
teaching or guidance in the specification for any other mechanism of action of camptothecin derivatives. In regard to obviousness 
rejection, Penco teaches problem of low water solubility of camptothecin derivatives ( see col. 3, lines 58-63 ) while Matsumoto teaches 
preparing prodrugs of compounds with low water solubility and therefore, one skilled in the art would have been motivated to prepare the 
prodrugs of camptothecin derivatives disclosed by Penco using spontaneously cleavable linker strategy disclosed bt Matsumoto to 
enhance water solubility of camptothecin derivatives.
